AUDIT   PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  r©cord:.=?  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  ichecked  by 
source  insofar  as  possibLe  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  'uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  collector's  records.

Sections  5  and  6  of  Chapter  52,  Revised  Laws  of  New 
Hampshire,  as  amended,  (Municipal  Budget  Act)  the  provi- 
sions of  whidh  have  been  adopted  by  tlie  Town  of  Alton,  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

"5.  Exceeding  Apipropriations.  In  towns  adopting 
the  provisions  of  ^this  chapter,  no  board  of  selectmen,  school 
board,  commissioners  of  a  village  district  wholly  within  said 
town,  or  other  expending  agency  shall  'pay  or  agree  to  pay 
any  money  or  incur  any  liability  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money  for  any  purpose  for  which  an  appropriation  has  not 
been  made,  or  in  excess  of  any  a.pproipriation  or  allotment 
made  to  it,  except  for  the  purpose  of  paying  judgments  ren- 
dered against  the  town  or  school  district  or  said  vllHage  dis- 
trict, provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  sudden  and  unex- 
pected emiergency  the  selectmen  or  village  coimmissioners  on 
application  to  the  tax  icommission  and  the  school  board  on  ap- 
plication to  the  state  board  of  education,  after  hearing,  may 
be  given  a  certifiicate  of  emergency  authorizing  them  to  make 
such  expenditure  or  incur  such  liability,  provided  that  no 
such  certificate  of  emergency  shall  be  granted  unless  the  bud- 
get committee  of  the  town  has  approved  the  expenditure.  In 
•oaseis  arising  during  the  year  following  the  annual  meeting 
where  ichanges  occur  which,  make  it  iinnecessary  to  use  the 
amoiunt  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose,  an  unexpended 
balance  may  be  transferred  by  the  board  of  selectmen  or  the 
school  board  or  the  village  commissioners  of  siuch  village  dis- 
trict from  one  appropriation  to  another,  provided  the  total 
amount  expended  for  all  purposes  does  not  exceed  tihe  total 
amount  appropriated  a.t  the  town,  school  or  village  district 
meetings  for  all  purposes". 

"6.  Penalty.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the 
provisions  of  siection  5  shall  be  subject  to  removal  from  office 
on  proper  petition  iDrought  before  the  superior  court.  Such 
petition  shall  take  precedence  of  other  aictions  pending  in 
said  court,  and  shall  be  heard  and  decided  as  speedily  as  pos^ 
sible". 

It  must  be  stated,  therefore,  that  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions oif  Section  5  of  the  M'unicipal  B^udget  Act,  ( 1 )  ex- 
penditures exceeded  total  budgetary  appropriations  and  (2) 
no  appliication  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the 
Tax  Commission  for  autihority  to  exceed  appropriations.

We  offer  the  following  comment  in  relation  thereto: 
Included  in  the  expenditures  for  highway  'purposes 
was  the  amount  of  $5,682.88,  which  was  expended  to  repair 
the  damage  to  hig<hwiays  resulting  from  the  November  storm. 
As  shown  by  Exhibit  B-3,  this  was  in'Oluded  in  the  following 
accounts:

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  while  the  combined 
overdraft  of  the  "town  maintenance"  and  "general  expense  of 
highway  department"  appropriations  amounted  to  $6,779.37, 
$5,682.88  was  attributable  to  storm  damage  repairs. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  was 
$1,000.00,  tihe  ipayment  made  to  the  ifund  $2,000.00,  with  a 
resulting  overdraft  of  $1,000.00.  The  net  result  of  this 
transaction  was  a  transfer  of  funds  from  the  town  general  ac- 
count to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  aiccount,  with  no  resul'tinig 
decrease  thereby  of  the  assets  of  the  town. 

The  payment  of  $1,000.00  on  the  prin-cipal  of  debt,  in 
excess  of  the  amount  appropriated,  reduced  the  liabilities  of 
the  town  by  a  like  amount. 

The  "overlay"  accoumt,  the  amount  of  which  is  de- 
termined by  the  board  of  selectmen  rather  than  the  town 
meeting,  is  raised  in  aiccordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  to  provide   for   abatements. 

Conoluision: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  the  town  officials  which 
we  examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  account- 
ing and  financial  procedure,  with  lexceptions  as  herein  indi- 
cated, conformed  to  the  prescribed  methods  and  procedure. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  sihall  be  published  in  the  next  anmuial  town  report.

FOREST  FIRE  REPORT 

During  the  year  1951,  we  did  not  experience  any 
serious  forest  fires  in  District  No.  5,  which  takes  in  all 
of  Straftord  county,  the  towns  of  Alton  and  Gilmanton 
in  Belknap  county,  and  the  toAvns  of  Deerfield,  Notting- 
ham and  North  wood  in  Rockingham  county. 

However  with  the  accumulation  of  slash  from  ex- 
tensive lumber  oi^erations,  we  can  have  serious  forest 
fires  this  year.  Everyone  can  hel])  in  i)reventing  these 
tires  1)3^: 

1.  Securing  a  ])ermit  from  the  forest  fire  warden 
after  the  snow  leaves  the  ground. 

2.  Reading  the  permit  carefully  before  lighting 
the  fire. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be    careful    and    comply 
with  burning  re<iiuirements. 

During  the  year  1950  we  had  67  fires  that  burned 
191  aci'os,  less  than  three  acres  per  fire.     This    is    not   a 
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bad  record,  but  we  can  reduce   the   unmber   of    fires   by 
everyone  being  careful  and  respecting  the  fire  laws. 

The  forestry  department  has  erected  several  fire 
weather  signs  on  main  highways  thronghout  the  state. 
i)ne  of  these  signs  is  on  Koute  No.  16  in  Rochester  by 
the  freezer  loclver.  The  fire  weather  index  is  in  five 
classes. 

1.  Very  low  fire  danger. 

2.  Low  fire  danger. 

'S.     Medium  fire  danger 

4.  High  fire  danger. 

5.  Extreme  fire  danger. 

An  arrow  indicates  the  class  of  fire  day,  and  will 
be  changed  each  day  or  as  the  fire  danger  goes  up  or 
down.  Let's  ail  work  with  the  fire  warden  and  district 
chief  in  preventing  forest  fires.

STATE  TAX  DIVISION 
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If  some  dranuitic  incident  conld  shock  tlie  Ameri- 
can people  to  an  awareness  of  public  edncation,  they 
Avould  re-act  as  nnitedly  as  the}'  did  at  Pearl  Harbor.  A 
parade  of  embarrassing  statistics,  however,  fails  to  ac- 
complish this  i)urpose.  The  growing  inadeqnacy  of  onr 
pnblic  school  s^'Stem  is  creeping  np  on  every  conimnnity. 

Year  by  year,  conimnnity  by  conimnnity",  we  are 
watching  one  of  two  great  strongholds  of  democracy  be 
weakened.  For  the  strength  and  backbone  of  our  de- 
mocracy is  an  informed  electorate.  We  Americans 
achieve  this  strength  throngh  widespread  pnblic  educa- 
tion— edncation  which  prepares  the  citizenry  for  active 
participation,  and  simultaneously  assures  their  liberty. 

For  education  makes  a  people  easy  to  lead,  but 
difficult  to  drive;  easy  to  govern,  but  impossible  to  en- 
slave. 

I  am  not  a  h()rse-and-l)uggy  reactionary,  advocat- 
ing a  return  to  the  simple  country  education  which  I 
knew  in  my  l)oyliood.  Althougli  the  effort  for  education 
for  a  counti'^"  boy  in  Missouri  had  great  merits  in  char- 
acter building,  and  certain  rewards  in  accomplishment 
through  hardshi]),  such  conditions  are  out  of  date.  Fu- 
ture generations  of  American  citizens  can  be  prepared 
for  the  important  role  the}"  must  pla}",  if  we  make  the 
most  of  the  modern  educational  resources  for  our  boys 
and  girls. 

For  the  past  10  years,  our  preoccupation  with  sav- 
ing this  nation,  and  its  way  of  life  from  aggression  has 
frequently  left  grade  schools  and  high  schools  of  our 
communities  behind.  While  the  school-age  population 
increased  bv  leaps  and  l)ounds,  schoolroom  facilities  and 
adecpiate  teaching  staffs  were  left  behind.

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(b)     Report  of  the  Superintendent 

1.  Problems  and  Conditions  General  to  the  Union 
Less  than  fifty  years  ago,  the  atmosphere  which 
surrounds  our  earth  was  merely  so  much  air  to  be 
breathed.  Today,  man  talks  through  it  by  telephone  and 
radio ;  he  sends  lightning-like  messages  through  it  by 
telegraph;  he  sends  pictures  through  it  by  television; 
and  he  flies  himself  and  his  goods  through  it  at  a  speed 
undreamed  of  even  a  few  years  ago. 

The  American  home,  during  these  same  fifty  years, 
has  been  equipped  with  conveniences  such  as  automatic 
heat  and  air  conditioning,  running  water,  electricity,  au- 
tomatic washing  machines,  ironers,  electric  stoves,  re- 
frigerators, vacuum  cleaners,  dishwashers,  disposal  units 
and  many  others,  and  the  average  family,  an  automobile. 
In  these  same  3'ears  this  country  has  grown  from 
a  struggling  young  nation  to  a  AVorld  Power. 

To  Avhat  do  we  owe  these  great  accomplishments? 
The  United  States  Chandler  of  (\)mmerce  raised 
this  question  some  several  years  ago  and  then  set  out  to 
find  the  answer.  They  studied  the  natural  resources, 
the  climate,  all  other  factors  common  to  each  nation  and 
when  they  were  finished,  they  concluded : 

That  education  is  a  far  more  powerful  instrument 
than  most  people  have  been  willing  to  admit. 
That  the  degree  of  education    and    technical    coni- 
l>etence  determines  the  economic    welfare    of    the 
various  countries  of  the  world. 

That  natural  resources  do  not  detenuine  the  in- 
come of  a  countiw. 

That  tlie  degree  of  education  and  technical  skill 
is  the  factor  that  does  determine  tlie  level  of  in- 
come in  any  country. 

Our  forefathers  believed  this  and  set  out  to  estab- 
lish in  America  the  first  free  schools  in  the  world.  While 
fighting  the  Revolutionary  Avar,  they  continued  to  de- 
velop ])ublic  schools  and  found  time  and  money  to  estab- 
lish some  thirteen  colonial  colleges.  Our  country  and 
our  schools  have  grown  far  beA'ond  the  expectations  of 
our  illustrious  forebears. 

Today,  schools  face  tAvo  problems :  We  must  pre- 
pare our  children  for  the  new  world  yet  to  be  molded 
and  we  must  find  ways  to  pay  for  these  schools  as  did 
those  who  have  gone  before  us. 
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Our  schools  must  be  set  up  to  prepare  youug  folks 
for  college  and  iuiiimierable  vocations,  some  vei'v  new  to 
all  of  us,  and  others  as  old  as  agriculture,  but  in  the  new 
scientiiic  numner.  In  the  "good  old  days"  schools  did 
not  need  to  prepare  children  for  the  vocations  as  most 
everyone  who  \>'as  not  going  to  college  followed  in  his 
father's  trade  and  learned  it  at  home  or  with  some 
friend  or  neighbor.  Schools,  therefore,  taught  the  chil- 
dren to  read,  write  and  do  simple  arithmetic  (not  the 
kind  required  on  the  income  tax  form  toda3'  or  the  kind 
required  to  read  the  budget  of  our  federal  government). 
Schools  must  still  do  these  same  things  but  many  more, 

rhildren  growing  in  this  new  way  of  life  must 
know  the  world  as  well  as  they  once  knew  their  town. 
They  must  understand  the  man}'  great  scientific  develoj)- 
ments,  and  learn,  we  hope,  to  use  them  for  good,  rather 
than  for  destruction.  If  anyone  doubts  that  our  chil- 
dren are  learning  these  things,  he  should  engage  them  in 
conversation  alxmt  atomic  energy,  jet  engines,  (luadal- 
canal,  Estonia,  the  latest  automobile  of  any  make,  or 
the  United  Nations. 

Teaching  school  under  these  conditions  is  a  far 
cry  from  what  it  was  in  former  years,  particularly  be- 
fore World  War  I.  The  amount  of  material  to  be  cov- 
ered has  increased,  especially  in  the  scientific  fields  and 
in  geography  and  history  and  government.  Content  has 
changed  and  continues  to  change.  The  sincere  and  con- 
scientious teacher  must  continue  to  study  and  increase 
her  knowledge.  She  knows  that  she  must  do  her  utmost 
to  develop  fully  the  ]>otentialities  of  each  and  every 
child,  for  in  our  complicated  society,  the  "dunce"  is  a 
liability  to  be  paid  off  eventually  by  all  of  us. 

America  has  prized  its  educational  system,  in- 
vested in  it,  believed  in  it  because  it  promises  to  bring 
to  real  life  the  American  dream  of  the  good  society. 
There  is,  however,  another  side  to  this  ]ncture.  A\liile 
we  believe  in  our  schools  and  put  such  trust  in  them,  the 
proportion  of  our  national  income  devoted  to  education 
has  declined  in  the  last  twenty  years  and  five  billion  dol- 
lars si)ent  on  ])ublic  education  compares  rather  poorly 
with  the  eight  billion  dollars  si>ent  on  liquor,  or  the 
nine  billion  dollars  spent  on  cigarettes  and  the  nineteen 
billion  dollars  spent  on  automobiles. 

Providing  money  for  our  schools  has  become  a 
vexing  prol»lem.     To  meet  the  needs  of  our  present  edu- 
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cational  program,  more  money  is  required.  Toda}^,  if 
you  go  to  buy  a  car  or  a  pound  of  hamburg  and  the  price 
is  t^vice  what  it  was  in  19.")9,  you  are  not  surprised,  for 
you  know  that  the  value  of  the  dollar  has  gone  down  just 
about  the  same  amount,  but  it  is  hard  to  transfer  this 
kind  of  thinking  to  the  tax  dollar  spent  on  education. 

The  other  afternoon  I  went  to  the  store  to  pur- 
chase an  article,  and  the  gentleman  behind  the  counter 
announced  that  the  price  was  35c,  as  much  as  he  re- 
gretted it.  He  knew,  as  I  did,  that  only  a  week  ago  the 
price  had  been  25c  and,  I  might  add,  twentv-five  years 
ago  it  would  have  been  15c.  All  he  conld  do  was  pass  it 
along  to  me.  Unfortunately,  when  it  comes  to  schools 
and  paying  for  them,  it  isn't  that  easy.  When  it  comes 
time  to  pay  taxes,  we  still  think  in  terms  of  the  "old" 
dollars. 

As  our  countiy  has  grown,  more  people  have 
moved  awa^-  from  the  farm  and  the  real  estate  tax,  from 
Avhich  we  still  get  our  money  for  schools  in  this  state,  is 
no  longer  a  fair  basis  for  measuring  a  person's  abilitv  to 
l>ay.  Once,  if  a  man  had  a  fifty  acre  fann  and  thirty 
head  of  cattle  and  another  man  had  a  tr«'enty-five  acre 
farm  and  fifteen  head  of  cattle,  it  Avas  easy  to  say  that 
one  man  was  able  to  pay  twice  what  the  other  paid.  To- 
day, we  have  three  houses  all  alike.  In  one,  lives  a  re- 
tired person  with  an  income  based  on  a  dollar  which  has 
lost  half  of  its  value,  in  the  next  lives  a  family  making 
|r>,000,  and  in  the  third  house  live  three  families,  all 
working  and  making  ij^lO,00O.  It  is  easy  to  realize  that 
to  tax  each  of  these  propertv^  units  the  same  is  unfair, 
yet  that  is  what  is  done.  The  federal  government  long 
ago  sought  to  get  its  taxes  from  other  sources  but  in 
New  Hampshire  the  real  estate  tax  is  still  our  method 
for  collecting  the  money  for  our  schools. 

Much  as  we  may  not  like  to  admit  it,  another  rea- 
son we  are  having  a  time  getting  money  for  our  schools  is 
that  people  are  more  willing  to  spend  their  money  for 
other  things.  We  are  for  the  schools,  we  believe  in 
them,  but  we  want  radios,  television  sets,  autos,  al- 
coholic beverages,  cosmetics,  tobacco  and  fine  clothes 
first. 

All  but  one  of  the  disiricts  in  this  T^nion  are  do- 
ing as  much  or  slightly  more  for  their  schools  as  the 
average  district  in  New  Hampshire  is  doinsr  but,  un- 
fortunately, all  of  our  districts  are  like   the   Red    Queen 
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in  the  Looking  (ilass  Land  Avho  had  to  run  hard  to  stay 
in  the  same  place.  Our  problem  in  the  last  live  years 
has  been  a  difficult  one  becanse  we  have  had  to  catch  np 
with  old  shortages  which  are  resi)onsible  for  onr  present 
OA'er-crowding',  onr  nnsafe,  Inidly  kept  and  inadeqnate 
facilities,  as  well  as  teacher  shortages.  Onr  districts 
can  do  nothing  bnt  ask  for  more  money  so  long  as  the 
dollar  continnes  to  lose  its  value  and  an  ever  increasing 
number  of  children  enter  onr  schools. 

At  least  three  districts  in  this  Union  mnst  face 
bnikling  programs  in  the  next  three  years.  By  now,  we 
are  all  familiar  with  the  old  stoi'y,  in  time  of  war.  we 
cannot  bnild  becanse  costs  are  going  np  and  yon  cannot 
get  material,  and  in  time  of  i)eace  we  cannot  bnild  be- 
canse, while  prices  are  going  down,  so  is  the  amonnt  of 
money  that  people  are  making.  Since  the  tnrn  of  the 
centniy,  we  have  been  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  posi- 
tions and  the  bnilding  program  has  lagged  behind  the 
need  for  replacements  and  enlargements. 

Yon  have  been  interested  in  onr  work,  3^on  have 
attended  meetings,  nmde  studies  and  supported  our  pro- 
gram. Von  must  help  us  to  retain  good  teachers  who 
have  a  vision  of  the  future  needs  of  our  country  and  who 
will  strive  to  guide  your  children  rather  than  to  assign 
them  pages  in  a  book.  Yon  mnst  continue  to  maintain 
the  ])roperty  which  we  have,  and  prepare  to  build  those 
classrooms  which  will  be  needed  so  badh^  in  the  next 
feAV  years. 

The  task  is  not  any  easy  one  but  I  feel  sure  that 
we  all  still  have  hopes  and  ambitions  for  onr  children 
and  our  countrv,  and  will  find  a  wav. 


2.  The  Local  Situation 
Alton — The  schools  in  this  town  we  are  sorry  to 
say  are  not  in  an  advanced  state,  not  from  a  want  of  suf- 
ficient material  to  construct  good  schools,  but  the  want 
of  interest  manifested  by  parents  and  committees.  An 
attempt  was  made  the  past  winter  to  introduce  a  uni- 
form series  of  reading  books,  (town's)  but  it  was  looked 
upon  by  those  interested  (in  the  purse)  as  an  innovation, 
or  a  scheane  got  up  by  speculators  for  the  purpose  of 
swindling  the  public  out  of  a  portion  of  their  earthly 
goods.  We  succeeded  however  in  introducing  them  in- 
to three  districts,  and  as  far  as  they  were  introduced 
they  have  given  general  satisfaction,    and    the    improve- 
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ment  in  reading  where  they  h;n'e  been  used  the  past  win- 
ter has  been  far  greater  than  in  the  schools  where  thej 
have  not  been  introduced.  This  encourages  the  ho])e 
that  they  may  be  introduced  into  the  schools  in  this  town 
generally  during  the  coming  year.

The  problem  which  Alton  faces  is  no  different 
from  that  which  many  of  the  school  districts  in  this 
country  face.  How  you  resolve  the  problem  is  yours  to 
decide. 

Those  of  you  who  have  children  in  the  school,  or 
who  have  studied  our  problems,  know  that  your  children 
are  suffering  from  overcrowded  classrooms  and  an  in- 
adequate program.  If  you  will  study  the  size  of  the 
classes  in  your  building  and  compare  them  with  those  in 
schools  of  your  neighbors,  you  will  realize  that  your 
teachers  can  not  do  for  your  children  what  is  being  done 
in  other  communities.  \Ve  cannot  change  this  situation 
until  additional  facilities  have  been  provided. 

The  standard  achievement  tests  given  to  your  chil- 
dren for  the  last  live  years  have  shoAvn  that  your  chil- 
dren are  not  keeping  up  to  the  standards  for  the  rest  of 
the  countr3^  One  class  in  your  school  is  as  much  as  two 
years  behind.  All  of  this  cannot  be  blamed  on  the  over- 
crowding. Some  responsibility  must  be  placed  against 
the  unfortunate  situation  Avhich  happened  during  the 
war  years.  Nevertheless,  if  yonr  classes  had  been 
smaller  and  better  housed,  some  of  these  unfortunate  sit- 
uations could  have  been  overcome,  as  they  liave  been  else- 
where. This  same  lack  of  space  requires  your  high 
school  to  limit  its  program  to  certain  formal  subjects.  If 
you  Avish  the  program  expanded,  you  must  provide  more 
room  and  more  teachers.  Whether  this  is  a  Avise  ex- 
penditure, you  must  decide.  Three  families  in  your 
small  community  are  sending  their  children  to  high 
schools  othOi-  than  Alton  and  paying  the  tuition  them- 
seh'es. 

Alton  is  not  a  poor  community  as  you  well  kiioAv. 
If  A^ou  were  to  spend,  proportionately,  Avl'iat  your  neigh- 
bor on  the  South  does,  you  Avould  have  a  sdiool  budget 
of  over -If ion, nOO  a  year,  or  more  than  tAvice  Avhat  you 
are  snending  now. 
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In  September,  your  schools  opened  under  the  di- 
rection of  John  A.  Finger,  a  graduate  of  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  with  his  doctor's  work  at  Har- 
vard University.  Mr,  Finger  conies  to  you  after  several 
years  of  teaching  experience  and  some  four  3'ears  in  the 
navy.  Other  teachers  who  have  joined  the  faculty  this 
year  are  Jolm  A.  Boston,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  College 
with  a  Masters  of  Education  from  Tufts  College  as  well ; 
Robert  Moulton,  who  graduated  from  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers' College  in  June;  Miss  Jane  E.  Dobens,  who  gradu- 
ated from  liivier  College  in  June  and  Mrs.  Helena  Drew, 
who  conies  to  you  after  many  years  of  teaching,  the  last 
years  in  New  Durham.  Mrs.  Caroline  Wallace,  who  did 
part-time  work  last  year,  also  became  a  regular  member 
of  3'Our  faculty  in  Septemiber  and  has  a  regularly  as- 
signed class  this  year. 

A  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  been  formed 
for  your  school  and  deserves  your  support.  They  have 
a  committee  which  is  studying  the  school  situation.  At 
their  request,  your  board  has  asked  the  State  Depart- 
ment to  come  to  Alton  and  make  a  survey  of  your  schools 
and  then  submit  recommendations.  This  report  should 
come  to  vou  shortlv.

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PART  V.     AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  and  SPECIAL  REPORTS 
(a)     Report  of  the  Pi'incipal 

It  Kseeius  appropriate  for  a  new  principal  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  some  of  liis  viewpoints  on  ed- 
ucation, so  that  the  jieople  in  the  town  of  Alton  will 
know  not  onh'  how  the  school  is  functioning  but  also 
how  the  administration  would  like  to  have  the  school 
function. 

In  evei'y  community  education  can  and  should 
sei-ve  a  dual  role.  It  has  one  purpose  of  teaching  chil- 
dren formal  skills  and  an  understanding  of  the  world  in 
which  we  live.  p]'veiry  parent  has  the  right  to  expect  the 
school  to  teach  his  child  hoAv  to  read,  to  spell  antl  to  do 
arithmetic.  Parents  also  expect  the  school  to  give  their 
children  some  concept  of  what  the  world  is  like,  not  only 
in  its  physical  dimensions  and  its  past  occurrences,  but 
they  should  also  expect  that  the  school  will  teach  their 
children  what  is  hajipening  in  the  Avorld  today,  and  to 
instill  an  understanding  of  why  mankind,  through  all 
past  history,  has  never  been  able  to  live  in  harmony. 
Furthermore,  in  the  final  years  of  education  in  the  high 
school  parents  have  the  right  to  expect  their  children  to 
be  taught  a  variety  of  things.  Some  parents  should  ex- 
]>ect  the  school  to  teach  their  children  useful  skills  that 
they  can  employ  in  their  vocation  upon  finishing  high 
school.  Other  parents  do  and  should  expect  the  school 
to  pre])are  their  children  for  further  education.  To  ful- 
fill this  function  the  school  needs  to  offer  many  subjects 
which  do  not  have  any  immediate  usefulness  to  the  in- 
dividual but  whicli  eventually,  Avhen  combined  with  four 
years  of  additional  training,  give  to  these  selected  peo- 
ple either  increased  skill  for  vocational  use  or  keener  in- 
sight into  man  and  his  basic  problems.  All  education, 
however  formal  or  traditional,  always  has  t^'o  facets.  It 
teaches,  on  the  one  hand,  skills,  and  on  the  other  hand, 
however  elementary  the  education  may  be,  it  teaches  in- 
sight into  man  and  his  problems.  It  tfeaches  philoso- 
phy, even  though  Ave  ma^^  put  it  in  terms  of  the  ditTerence 
between  i-ight  and  wrong.  This,  to  me,  is  one  role  of  ed- 
ucation. 

But,  education  has  two  purposes.  The  second  pur- 
pose of  the  school  is  the  fulfillment  of  community  expec- 
tations.    The    community   has    the    right    to    expect    the 
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school  to  foster  associations  among  whatever  diverse 
elements  may  exist  in  the  community.  It  should  exjiect 
the  school  to  develoi)  intlividuals  Avho  are  capable  of  liv- 
ing harmoniously  with  all  the  diverse  groups  that  exist. 
This  community,  our  country,  and  our  world  need  to 
have  individuals  in  it  who  so  understand  their  fellow 
men  that  they  are  aible  to  associate  Avith  whomever  they 
may  come  in  contact.  The  community  does  not,  and 
should  not,  expect  the  schools  to  be  a  leveling  institu- 
tion, but  this  community  and  any  community  can  live 
peacefully  and  happily  as  a  group  only  when  the  people 
in  it  have  some  common  experiences  which  they  can 
share  with  each  other.  To  promote  these  associations 
among  children,  schools  throughout  the  country  are 
gradually  doing  away  with  tlie  old  practice  of  separate- 
ing  the  "dund)"  froni  the  "smart"  and  having  special 
courses  of  instruction  for  those  children  who"  are  too 
slow  to  go  along  with  the  regular  class.  Furthernuire, 
schools  tiT,  today,  to  provide  activities  in  which  every 
child  can  take  part.  Every  parent  has  the  right  to  ex- 
pect that  his  child  will  learn  in  school  what  things  he 
can  do  to  contribute  toAvard  a  group  goal.  We  are  often 
prone  to  think  that  it  is  only  a  select  group  of  individ- 
uals who  can  nuike  auA^  contribution  to  our  society.  AVe 
need  to  know  that  every  individual  can  be  useful  to  ns, 
that  each  person  in  his  own  way  helps  a  community  to  be 
a  good  community.  This  second  jturpose  of  the  school 
is  to  teach  children  how  the3^  may  contribute,  and  that 
each  individual's  contribution  is  valuable.  For  example, 
one  of  the  places  where  the  school  fulfills  this  duty  is 
through  the  athletic  teams.  The  school  promotes  it  also 
by  the  various  projects  Avhich  its  classes  work  on  during 
the  year — a  class  working  as  a  group  to  ]>ut  on  a  party 
or  a  dance,  the  whole  school  working  together  as  a  group 
to  put  on  the  winter  carnival.  Teachers  can  promote 
this  further  in  their  individual  classrooms  by  providing 
activities  and  projects  in  which  each  child  participates. 
The  dual  pur])ose  of  the  school,  then,  is  this :  First,  Ave 
expect  that  the  school  Avill  teach  our  children  skills'  for 
a  vocation  and  that  AA'e  Avill  teach  them  to  be  good  citi- 
zens ;  and  secondly,  we  expect  that  the  school  will  teach 
onr  children  hoAv  to  get  along  Avith  each  other.

(b)     Report  of  School  Health  Work 

To  the  Townspeo|>le,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools  of  Alton : 

I  am  submitting  my  second  annual  re]>ort  of  the 
school  liealth  work  in  Alton. 

The  T:>re-school  round-up  was  held  in  June  at 
which  time  children  entering  scliool  in  September,  1950, 
were  weighed,  measured  and  had  a  physical  examination 
by  Dr.  Ap])leyard,  school  ])hysician. 
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Visual  tests  have  been  made,  using  the  Massa- 
chusetts Vision  Testing  Machine,  which  is  a  very  ade- 
quate and  improved  method  of  finding  the  children  need- 
ing vision  corrections.  Parents  were  sent  cards  if  de- 
fective vision  was  found. 

Hearing  tests  have  also  been  made,  using  the  au- 
diometer, with  very  satisfactory  results,  as  no  child  was 
found  to  have  a  serious  impainnent  of  hearing. 

There  were  a  feAv  cases  of  mumijs  prevailing  in  the 
late  spring  and  chickenpox  during  September  and  Octo- 
ber but,  otherwise,  the  probable  cause  of  the  majority  of 
pupils  being  absent  was  the  common  cold. 

Hot  lunches  are  again  part  of  the  school  program, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hayes.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  watch  the  children  enjoying  their  hot  noon 
lunch,  including  milk. 

Twenty-eight  pupils  were  taken  to  Doctor  Oope- 
land's  office  in  Ilochester  for  complete  dental  care  and 
fluorine  treatments.  Transportation  was  all  Alton  had 
to  furnish  as  the  service  was  all  donated  bv  Dr.  Cope- 
land  to  the  Alton  school  children.  This  is  the  third  suc- 
cessive year  Dr.  Copeland  has  given  this  service. 

In  the  near  future,  we  plan  to  have  the  patch  test 
for  tuberculosis  available  to  all  of  the  Alton  school  chil- 
dren. 

A  dental  clinic  for  preventiou  of  tooth  decay  will 
soon  arrive  in  Alton  which  Avill  give  an  opportunity  for 
the  children  in  Grades  I  through  VI  to  have  their  teeth 
cleaned  and  sodium  fluoride  treatments,  which  reduces 
the  amount  of  new  dental  decay.  This  work  is  being 
done  all  over  the  state  through  the  Federal  Security 
Agency,  Public  Health  Service. 

T  have  been  pleased  to  find  that  many  children 
have  had  their  dental  work  all  completed  by  "their  own 
dentist  during  the  past  year. 

Class  room  visits  and  individual  inspections  are 
made  as  needed  to  check  on  health  and  give  advice  in- 
dividually, as  to  personal  hygiene  or  whatever  problem 
is  present  at  the  moment.  Home  visits  have  been  made 
as  needed  to  interview  parents  or  see  ill  children.  When 
necessary,  children  have  been  taken  to  clinics  for  re- 
medial work. 
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The  annual  medical  inspection  of  every  child  was 
made  by  Dr.  Applej^ard,  school  physician.  His  findings 
were  as  follows :

of  Alton,  i)rovides  as  follows: 

"5.  Exceeding  Api)ropriations.  In  towns  adopt- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  no  board  of  select- 
men, school  board,  commissioners  of  a  village  district 
wholly  within  said  town,  or  other  expending  agency 
shall  pay  or  agree  to  pay  an}-  money  or  incur  any  liabili- 
ty involving  the  exY>enditure  of  money  for  any  purpose 
for  which  an  appropriation  has  not  been  made,  or  in  ex- 
cess of  any  appropriation  or  allotment  made  to  it,  ex- 
cept for  the  i)urpose  of  paying  judgments  rendered 
against  the  town  or  school  district  or  said  village  dis- 
trict, provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  sudden  and  un- 
expected emergenc}'  the  selectmen  or  village  comnnssion- 
ers  on  application  to  the  tax  commission  and  the  school 
board  on  application  to  the  state  board  of  education,  af- 
ter hearing,  may  be  given  a  certificate  of  emergency  au- 
thorizing them  to  make  such  exj)enditure  or  incur  such 
liability,  provided  that  no  such  certificate  of  emergency 
shall  be  granted  unless  the  l)udget  committee  of  the  town 
has  approved  the  expenditure.  In  cases  arising  during 
the  year  following  the  annual  meeting  where  changes 
occur  which  make  it  unnecessary  to  use  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  a.  specific  purpose,  an  unexiiended  balance 
may  be  transferred  by  the  Ivoard  of  selectmen  or  the 
school  board  or  the  village  commissioners  of  such  village 
district  from  one  a.ppropriation  to  another,  provided  the 
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total  amount  exr)ended  for  all  purposes  does  not  exceed 
the  total  amount  appropriated  at  the  town,  school  or  vil- 
lage district  meetings  for  all  purposes. 

"G.  Penalt}^  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  section  5  shall  be  subject  to  removal 
from  office  on  proper  petition  l)efore  the  superior  court. 
8uch  petition  shall  take  precedence  of  other  actions 
pending  in  said  court,  and  shall  be  heard  and  decided  as 
speedily  as  possible. 

It  must  be  stated,  therefore,  that  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  5  of  the  Municipal  Act,  (1)  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  School  District  exceeded  total  budget- 
aiy  appropriations  and  (2)  no  application  was  made  by 
the  School  Board  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for 
authority  to  exceed  appropriations. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Section  .')!,  Chapter  211,  of  the 
Laws  of  1989,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of 
its  essentia]  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  an- 
nual school  district  report.  This  letter  of  transmittal 
should  be  included  in  its  entirety.
